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ness and sensuality would absorb the whole

ciple, would be mocked and sporned as un- 
meaning sounds. A sordid self-interest would 
supplant every other feeling; and man would 
hecome, in fact, what the theory of atheism 
declares him to he, a companion for brates. 

_ It particularly deserves attention in this 
disenssion, that the chrigtian religion is sin- 
golarly important to free communities. In 
truth we may doubt whether civil freedom 
can subsist without it. This at least we 
‘| know, that equal rights and an impartial ad- 
ministration of justice. have never heen en- 
joyed. where this religion has not been un- 
derstood. It favors free institutions, first, 
hecause its spiritis the very spirit of liberty ; 
that is, a spirit of respect for the interests 
and rights of others. Christianity recognizes 
the essential equality of mankind ; beats 
down with its whole might those aspiring 
‘and rapacious principles of our nature, which 
have subjected the many to the few ; and, 
by its refining influence, as well as by di- 
rect precept, turns to God, and to Him only, 


; d that supreme homage which has been so im- 
ident that shut- : 


piously lavished on crowned and titled fel- 
low creatures. Thus its whole tendency is 


liberty, which are the principles of benevo- 
lence, jnstice and respect for human nature. 
The spirit of liberty is not merely, as mul- 
titudes imagine, a jealousy of our own par- 
ticular rights, an unwillingness to be op- 
pressed ourselves, but a respect for the rights 
‘of others, and an anwillingness that any man, 
whether high or low, should be wronged 
and trampled under foot. Now this is the 
spirit of Christianity ; and liberty has no 
security, any farther than this uprightness 
and benevolence of sentiment actuates a 
community. 

In another method religion befriends lib- 
erly.. It diminishes the necessity of public 
restraints, and supersedes in a great degree 
the use of force in administering the laws; 
and this it does by making men a law to 
themselves, and by repressing the disposition 
to disturb and injure society. Take away 
the purifying and restraining influence of re- 
ligion, and selfishness, rapacity and injustice 
will break out in new excesses; and amidst 
the increasing perils of society, government 
must be strengthened to defend it, must ac- 
cumulste means of repressing disorder and 
ctime ; and this strength and thease means 
| may be, and often have been, turned against 
the freedom of the State which they were 
meant to secure. In this country, gov- 
ernment needs not the array of power which 
you meet in other nations—no guards of sol- 
diers, no hosts'of spies, no vexatious rega- 
lations of police; but accomplishes its bene- 
ficent purposes by a few unarmed judges 
and civil officers, and operates 80 silently 
atound us, and comes so seldom in contact 
with us, that many of us enjoy its blessings 
with hardly a thought of its existence. This 
is the perfection of freedom ; and to what do 
i we owe this condition? I answer, to the 
| power of those laws which Religion writes 
|.on our hearts ; which anite and concentrate 

| public opinion against injustice and oppres- 
‘sion, which .spread a spirit of equity and 
} good will through the community. Thus re- 
‘ligion is the ‘dul of freedom, and no nation 
under heaven has such an interest in it as 
ourselves,

TRANSLATION OF THE BIBLE. 

A correspondent desires informatiun res- 
pecting the period at which the present Eng- 
lish translation of the Bible was first made. 
The question is more difficult to answer than 
might be supposed. Nominally, the present 
translation was made in the reign of James 
the First, who appointed a large number of 
learned men to execute the work and au- 
thorized its publication subsequently by a 
royal proclamation. But on comparing its 
style with that of cotemporary writers, it 
becomes evident that the translation was not 


really made at that time, but th at the older 


translations were merely corrected and im- 
proyed. The basis of King Janes’ Bible 
seems in truth, to have been the Bishop’s 
Bible, first published in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. Many words, which had become 
obsolete in refined society, were preserved 
in the present transiation, because they were 
still in use among the unlettered, and in con- 
sequence large numbers of such have returned 
into use. The Bishop’s Bible was itself found. 
ed on an earlier translation. In fact each 
successive translator appears to have availed 
himself of the labors of his predecessors, 
and the result is.a translation which in point 
of style, will compare with any ever made. 
Our correspondent also asks us our opinion 
as.to anew translation. We reply that we 
have always opposed it, believing that the 
advantage, to he derived from it, will not 
equal the disadvantages, that will accrue, 
Philadelphia Bulletin.

Proceedings of the State 


Convention. 


We were enabled last week to furnish our 
readers with only the proccedings of the first 
day of the Convention's sitting, being all that 
we had received up to the time of putting our 
paper to press. 

On Tuesday, Mr. Cueves offered a Resolu- 
tion that the President appoint a Committee of 
Twenty-one, to whom should be referred the 
act of the Legislature providing for the appoint- 
ment of deputies to a Southern Congress and 
the call of a Convention, which Committee 
should be instructed to consider and report 
thereon. The resolution. was agreed to, and, 
after a recess of an hourj the President announc- 
ed the following gentlemen as composing that 
Committee: . 5 

Hon. Langdon Cheves, Ex-Gov. J. P. Richard- 
son, Ex-Gov. W B. Seabrook, Hon. A. P. But- 
ler, Hun. D. E. Huger, Hon. R. W. Barnwell,

The Committee of Twenty-One, to whom was 
referred an act to provide for the election of de- 
puties toa Southern Congress and the call of a 
Convention, with instructions to consider and 
report thereon, respectful iy report — 

That they have considered the subject re- 

ferred to them, and concluded to recommend to 
the Convention the adoption of the accompany- 
ing resolution and Ordinance: 
“Resolved, by the people of South Carolina in 
Convention assembled, That the frequent viola- 
tions of the Constitution of the United States 
hy the Federal Government, and its encroach- 
ments upon the reserved rights of the sovereign 
States of this Union, especially in relation to 
slavery, amply justify this State, so far as any 
duty or obiigation to her confederates is involv- 
ed. in dissolving at once all political connection 
witn her co-States. and that she forbears the ex- 
ercise of that manifest right of self-government 
from considerations of expediency ouly. 


An Ordinance to declare the right of this State to 
secede from the Federal Union. 

We, the people of the State of South Carolina, 
in Convention assembled,’ do declare and or- 
dain, and it is hereby declarcd and ordained, 
That South Carolina, in the excrcise of her 
sovereign will, as an independent State, acceded 
to the Federal Union known as the U. States of 
Ameriea, and that in the exercise of the sume 
sovereign will. it is her right, without let, hin- 
drance, or molestation from any power whatso- 
ever. to secede from the said Federal Union ; 
and that for the sufficiency of the causes which 
may impel her to such separation, she is respon- 
sible alone, under God, to the tribunal of public 
opinion among the nations of the carth, 


In this Report, it is understood that all of the 
Committee. concurred, except Col. Maxcy 


The Report came up for cunsideration on 
Friday, and as the proceedings of that day are 
interesting in detail, we subjoin the following 
abstract from the State-Rights Republican :

Have we nota right to 
retaliate? (ur common agent, the [edcral 
Government has failed to discharge its duty ; 
it has not protected us. Then let us protect 
ourselves. His proposition had in effect been 
adopted by the Legislature uf this State, when 
it directed the Governor to order the emissary 
Hoar out of the limits of South Carofina 

Mr. Rhett having concluded, Mr. Cheves 
moved to lay the amendment on the table, which 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Memminger having asked permission to 
express his opinions in the manner which had 
been allowed to others on yesterday, viz: to 
read them, have them printed, and then laid 
on the table, proceeded to read an exposition of 
his own views, which contained a lucid history 
of the whole question, commencing with the 
legislation of the General Assembly of this 
State in 1847. and tracing it through the suc. 
cessive Legislatures of °48, °49, and °50, the 
Nashville Convention, and the Convention of 
the Southern Rights Assuciations in 1851.— 
Having read it he made the motion to reccive, 
print, and lay on the tahbie. 

Mr. F. W. Pickens moved to divide the mo- 
tion and take the question on the motion to lay 
on the table first.

Mr. Memmincer’s Statement. 

| Mr. Memminger, in behalf of himself and 
other members of the Convention concurring 
with: him, presented the following statement of 
their reasons for voting for the resolution re- 
poried by the Committee of twenty-one ; and 
moved that it be received and laid upon the 
table, which was dune. 


The agitation in Congress on the subject 
of Slavery known under the name of the 
Wilmot Proviso, excited in most of the 
Southern States an apprehension of common 
danger and a determination to resist. In 
March, 1847, the Legislature of Virginia 
adopted the following Resolutions : 


1.. That the Government of the United States 
has nocontrol. directly, or indirectly, mediately 
or immediately. over the institution of slavery . 
and that in taking any such control. it trans- 
cends the limits of its legitimate functions, by 
destroying the internal organization of the 
Sovereignties who created it. 

2. That under no circumstances will this 
body recognize any enactment of the Federal 
Government which has for its object the pro- 
hibition of slavery in any Territory to he ac- 
quired either by conquest or treaty; holding it 
to be the natural and indefeasible mght of each 
and every citizen of each and every State of 
this Confederacy to reside with his property of 
what versdescription. in any territory which 
may be negelied by the arms of the United 
States, or yielded by treaty with any foreign 
power. 

3. That this Generel Assembly holds it to be 
the duty of every man in every section of this 
Confederacy, if the Union is dear tv him, to 
oppose the passage ot any law for Whatever 
purpose, by which Territory. to be sequired, 
may be subject to such a restriction. 

4. That the passage of the above mentioned 
Proviso by the House of Representatives makes 
it the duty of eve¥y slaveholding State, and all 
citizens thereof, as’ they value their dearest 
privileges, their sovercignity, their indepen- 
denee, their rights of property, to take firm, 
united and concerted action in this emergency. 

The Legislature of Georgia, after passing 
Resolutions pledging that State to resistance, 
did, in February, 1850, piss a solemn act 
to authorize and require the Government of 
the State of Georgia to call a Convention of 
the people of that State and to appropriate 
money for the same. The following pream. 
ble and first section of the act will best ex- 
hibit its scope and object : 

Whereas, the non-slaveholding States have 
for wu series of years, perseveringly interfered 
most wrongfully with the institution of slavery 
atthe South, by such aggressive measures of 
intolerance as to render it no longer a questiun 
of doubt, that the Federal Legislature will soon 
adopt such restrictive measures against the in- 
stitution of slavery, as to trammel, fetter and 
confine it within certain geographical limits 
never contemplatel by the parties to the cun- 
stituticnal compact ; and. whereas Georgia, in 
her sovereign capacity asa State, has delega. 
ted no other power to the Federal Government, 
than those found in the Conatitation of the Uni- 
ted States, and believing that her best interests 
and her honor as a sovereign and independent 
government, require that she should meet all 
encroachments iu a calin and manly spirit of 
resistance : 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Georgia, &c. 
That should the Congress of the United States 
pass any law prohi iting slavery or involuntary 
servitude in any territory of the United states, 
orany law abolishing slavery in the District of 
Columbia, or any law prohibiting the slave 
trade between the States where slavery may ex- 
ist ; or admit into the United States as a State 
of this Confederacy, the sparsely populated 
Territory of California and New Mexico, or 
should the Governor of this State receive at 
any time satisfactory evidence that any slave 
or slaves is or are refused to be given up to the 
proper owner by the authorities of the States in 
which such fugitive or fugitives muy be found. 
then in either of the furegoing events, it shall 
be and itis hereby made the duty of the Gov- 
ernor of this State, within sixty days there- 
alter, to issue his proclamation. ordering an 
election to be heldin each and every county for 
a Convention of the people of this State tocon- 
vene at the seat of Covernment within twenty 
days after said election. 

On the 23d of September following, the 
Governor of Georgia issued his proclamation, 
(leclaring that one of the events had occur 
red and requiring the assembling of the Cun- 
vention in December following, 

Resolutions of similar irnport were adopt- 
ed by the Legislature of. Missouri, in March, 
1849, of which the two following will indi- 
cate the position of that State. 

2. That tho territories acquired by the blood 
and treasure of the whole uation, ought to he 
governed for the common benefit of the people 
of all the States; and any oryanization of the 
Territorial governments, excluding the citizens 
of any part of the Union, from removing to 
such Territories with their property, would be 
un exercise «f power by Congress. inconsistent 
with the spirit upon which our Federal com- 
pact was based ; insulting to the sovereignty 
und dignity of the States thus affected ; calcu- 
lated to alienate one portion of the Union from 
another, and tending ultimately to disunion. 

5. Thatin the event of the passage of any 
act of Congress conflicting with the principles 
herein expressed ; Missouri will be found in 
hearty co-operation with the slave hulding 
States in such measuresas may be deemed ne- 
cessary fur our mutual! protection against the 
encroachments of Northern Fanaticism. 

The States of Mississippi and Alabama, 

adopted resolutions indicating the like spirit 
and determination. 
South-Carolina, though equally alive to 
the common’ danger, and equally determined 
on resistance, gave place to her sister States 
and cordially adopted the course which they 
pointed out. Her first step in December, 
1847, was precisely in the footsteps of Vir- 
ginia, and each branch of her Legislature 
separately adopted almost unanimously, the 
very words of the Virginia Legislature. 
Iler next action was in 1848, when her Le- 
gislature resolved as follows : 


Resolved, Unanimously, that the time for dis- 
cussion by the slave-holding States, as to their, 
exclusion from the territory recently acquired 
from Mexico, is passed, and that this general | 
assembly representing the feelings of the State | 
of South Carolina, is prepared to CO-OPERATE | 
WITH HER SISTER StTares, in resisting the ap- | 
plication of the principles of the Wilmot Pro-. 
viso, to such territory, at any and every hazard. 

In December, 1849, the subject was again 
brought befure the Legislature of South- 
Carolina, by a Message of the Governor, 
communicating a proposal from the State of 
Mississippi, to send delegates to a Conven- 
tion to be held at Nashville, in June, follow- 
ing, and the following report and resolutions 
were adopted by the Legislature : 

Extracts from the Reports and Resolutions, 1849, 
pp. 312, 313, 334. 

In the Senate, December 13, 1849. The 
Committee on Federal! Relations, to whom was 
referred so much of the Message of this Excel- 
lency the Governor. as relates to the recom- 
mendation of the people of the State of Missis- 
sippi, for a Canveéntien of the people of the 
Sonthern States, to be held in Nashville, in 


June next; and, also, so much of the Message, 


as relates to convening the Legislature of this: 


State, in*the. event of the passage by Congress 
of the Wilmot Proviso or any kindred measure, 
beg leave to report: ‘hat they cordially con- 
cur with the -views expressed by his Excel- 
lency the Governor, as to the necessity on the 
part of the Southern people of a united action 
against the encroachments upon their domestic 
institutions and their condition of equality in 
this confederacy by the people of the North and 
by the Congress of the U. States; and rejvice 
with him in the lofiy and dignified position as- 
sumed by the people of the State of Mississippi, 
against any such iofractions of the compremi- 
ses of the Constitution, and the appeal which 
she has made to the people of her sister States 
of the South, to unite with her in common coun- 
sel against common aggression. The commit- 
tee are of the opinion expressed by this Legis- 
lature, at its last session. that the period of de- 
cisive action has arrived. and that the authori- 
ties of South Carolina should be prepared, 
promptly to take such steps, as the other States 
of the South shail recommend, and her own po- 
sition demands. The committee. therefure, in 
conformity with their own opinions. and, as 
they believe, with the expressed and understvod 
wishes of this Legislature. and of the Sa of 
State, recommend tor adoption the fullowing 
resolutions : 

Resolved, That in the event uf the passage by 
Congress of the Wilmot Proviso, or any kindred 
measures, that his Excellency the Governor be 
requested forthwith to convene the Legislature. 
in order to take such steps, as the rights, inter- 
ests and honor of this State, and of the wiole 
South, shall demand. 

Resolved, ‘1 hut the Senate do agree to the re- 

ort. 

Ordered, that it be sert to the House of Re- 
pres2ntatives, fur concurrence.

In the House of Reprvsentatives, December 
18, 1849. The Committee on Federal Kela- 
tions. to whom was referred so much of the 
Governor's Message. as relates to the recom- 
mendation to the Southern States, by a Con- 
vention of the people of Mississippi, to send del- 
egates to meet at Nashville fo consult in com- 
mon, upon common rights, with a view to unity of 
action. 

And, also, so much of the message as relates 
to the convening of the Legislature, upon the 
Wilmot Proviso, or any kindred measure, he- 
coming a law of Congress. report, that the pro- 
ple of this State entertain an ardent desire and 
fixed determination to resist the lawless and un- 
just encroachments of Congress. on the rights 
of the South, and have pledged themselves, 
through their l.egislature. to co-operate with the 
other Southern States, in opposition to all such 
measures. They, therefore, concur with his 
Excellency in tne belief. that South Carolina 
hails with delight the proffer by the people of 
Mississippi, of meeting. by delegates in com- 
mon counsel, nt Nashville, and will heartily and 
promptly send delegates tlere to represent them. 
That they concur. also. with his Excellency, in 
the propriety of culling together the Legisla- 
ture. should any such contingency occur as is 
alluded to by his Excellency, and therefore re- 
commend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved, That should the Wilmot Proviso or 
any kindred measure. become a law of Congress, 
the Governor is ort earnestly requested to 
call together the legislature should it not bein 
session at the time of the passage of such law. 

Concurred in by the Senate. 

In toe House or REPRESENTATIVES, 
December 19, 1849. 

Resolved. That we cordially ty the course 
of those Southern members of Congress, who 
have refused to yote for any member of that 
body as Speaker, in the slightest degree tainted 
with unsoundness on the slavery question; and 
that we fully respond to the sentiment of our 
delegation, expressed by one of them, that if 
slavery be abolished in the Distr'ct of Columbia 
hy Congress, or the Wilmot Provise be adopted, 
the Union would be dissolved. 

Concurred in by the Senute. 

The Nashville Convention met and re- 
commended the appointment by the States 
of delegates to a Southern Congress or Con- 
vention, The State of Mississippi had called 
a Convention, and in December, 1850, the 
Legislature of South-Carolina, with a view 
to meet fully and.promptly every obligation 
which she had incurred and to carry out the 
recommendation of the Nashville Conven- 
tion, passed an act to provide for the ap- 
pointment of deputies to a Southern Con- 
gress, and to call a Convention of the peo 
ple. The preambic and deelared purpose 
of this act, will best explain its object. 
They are as follows : 


« Whereas, the convention of the slave-hold- 
ing States lately assembled at Nashville, have 
recommended to the said States to meet in 
Congress or Convention. to be held at sych 
time and pl:ce as the States desiring to be re- 
presented may designate, to be composed of 
double the number of their Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in the Congress ofthe United States, 
entrusted with full power and authority to de- 
liberate, with the view and intention of arrest- 
ing further aggressions. and if possssible of re- 
storing the Constitutional rights of the South, 
and if not to recommend due provision for their 
future safety and independence.” 

The Act then proceeds to make provision 
for the election of deputies to this Congress, 
and for the call of a Convention of the peo- 
ple, | 

“For the purpose in the first place. of taking 
into consideration the proceedings and recom- 
mendations of a Congress of the slave-holding 
States. if the same shall meet and be held, and 
for the further pune of taking into considera- 
tion the general welfare of this State, in view 
of her relations to the laws and. government of 
the United States. and thereupon to take care 
that the commonwealth of South Carolina shall 
suffer no detriment.” 

This recital embraces the whole action of 
South-Carolina, and shows that her consti- 
tuted authorities have never proposed any 
other action than through a union of the 
South, and with the joint counsel and co- 
operation of the States aggrieved. These 
States had by their constituted authorities, 
solemnly adopted the resolutions which 
have been cited, and South-Carolina be- 
lieved that she was acting in strict conformi- 
ty with their suggestions, So exactly did 
she follow in the footsteps of Virginia, that 
in 1847 her House of Representatives re- 
fused to adopt a resolution of the Senate, 
proposing an extra call of the Legislature in 
ease of certain action by Congress, while in 
1849 both branches of her Le un- 
animously agreed to sucha ¢ n 
examining the records, it will t 
the Virginia Legislature in 105ag re- 
affirmed their resolutions of 1847, and had 
added to them new resolutions in the fol- 
lowing terms : 

“ Resolved that we regard the passage of a 
law by Congress of the United States, abolish- 
ing slavery or the slave trade in the District 
of Columbia, as a direct attnck upon the in- 
stitutions of the Southern States, te be resisted 
at every hazard. 

Resolved, That in the evert of the passage 
by Congress of the Wilmot Proviso, or any law 
abolishing slavery or the slave trade in the 
District of Columbia, the Governor of his com- 
monwealth is requested immediately to convene 
the Legislature of this State (if it shall have 
adjourned,) to consider of the modesand mea- 
sure of redress. ’

So too, it will be found that the action of 
South-Carolina in 1850 was in exact accor- 
dance with the previous action of Mississippi 
and Georgia. Both these States had au- 
thorized the call of Conventions of their 
people, and Mississippi had appropriated 
$35,000 to meet the exigency and prepare 
for the contest. South Carolina followed 
their lead and in like manner called a Con- 
vention and appropriated $250,000 to meet 
the like emergencies. Thus, in each and 
every movement did South Carolina evince 
her confidence in her sisters and her deter- 
mination to give them full support in every 
particular ; while on no one occasion did 
she indicate a desire to assume the position 
of leader, or to leave the company of her 
sister States of the South. 

Unfortunately for the South, a plan of 
compromise was afterwards concocted at 
Washington, which, for the time, has di- 
verted our, sister States of the South from 
the execution of their declared purpose of 
concerted Southern Resistance, and has left 
the people of South Carolina to determine 
whether they will pursue the contest alone, 
or await the action of her sisters, This 
question was first considered by a voluntary 
body which met in Charleston in May last, 
consisting of deputies from various State 
Rights Associations throughout the State, 
and was decided by them in favor of the 
separate action of South Carolina. Great 
agitation followed, and by the consent of 
all parties, the question was submitted to 
the people themselves at the election of depu- 
ties to a Southern Congress, held in the Oc- 
toher following. By a clear and decisive 
vote, their judgment has been pronounced 
against separate action by this State; the 
question has been settled by the highest 
tribunal, and it now becomes the duty of 
this Convention to conform to that judgment, 
While therefore, the people of South Caro- 
lina are prepared to recognize and maintain 
the right of each State to secede from the 
Union, and would willingly have cxercised 
this right in conjunction with her sister States 
of the South, they have declared that they 
du not deem it wise or expedient to exercise 
the same alone. 

Coupled with this declaration South Caro- 
lina can point her sister States to the prompt 
and effectual support which she has hitherto 
given to all their measures, as a substantial 
pledge of her readiness to unite with them 
in counsel or action, at any moment they 
may indicate a desire to advance the cause 
of Southern Rights. 


REPORT OF MAXCY GREGG, 


ONE OF THE COMMITTEE OF TWENTY ONE, 


The undersigned, a member of the Com- 
mittee, to which was referred for considera- 
tion the Act of the General Assembly cal. 
ling together this Convention, being dis- 
satisfied with the Report of the Committee, 
not on account of what is contained in it, 
but of what is omitted, respectfully asks 
leave to state his reasons, 

The position .of South Carolina at this 
time isa most difficult and embarrassing 
one. Suffering under injuries which render 
a continuance in the present Union incom- 
patable with honor or safety ; but deserted 
by other States, suffering under the same 
injuries, and whose solemn pledges of re- 
sistance gave Svuth Carolina a right to ex 
pect very different action from them ;—the 
citizens of the State became divided in 
opinion as to the course proper to be taken. 
One portion of them believed that all hope 
being Jost of any other States’ seceding from 
the Confederacy by a concerted movement, 
it was necessary for South Carolina to vin- 
dicate herself from intolerable wrongs by 
by seceding alone. Another portion regard- 
ed this course as unwise, and thought it 
necessary to wait for the support of other 
States. The prospect of such support has 
grown fainter day by day, until it has re- 
ceded to an indefinite distance ; and that 
portion of our citizens who have placed their 
only hope init, now find themselves power- 
less to effect their object. But by the popu. 
far majority which they have exhibited, op- 
posed to exercising the right of secession at 
this time, they have also paralyzed the pow- 
er of their fellow-citizens who desired to 
adopt that course. 

Under these circumstances this Conven- 
tion meets, charged with the duty of seeing 
that the Commonwealth receive no detri 
ment. To recede under such circumstances 
is impracticable. To obtain the aid of uny 
other State in resisting the aggressions which 
have been committed by the Northern States 
and Federal Government is hopeless. Un 
less some effective mode of action could be 
adopted, which, while stopping short of se- 
cession, might place and preserve the State 
in a position of read ness to take advantage 
uf the earliest opportunity for successful re- 
sistance, guarding, as far as practicable, in 
the mean time, against the many corrupt- 
ing influences of a longer connection with 
the Government which oppresses us, nothing 
remains but submission likely to be fatal. 
If any such mode of action could be de- 
vised and proposed by those who are oppos- 
ed to separate secession, it would beyond 
all doubt be accepted and supported by those 
who have been in favor of that measure. 

The Report of the Comnittee is unsatis- 
factory to the undersigned, because it con- 
tains no recommendation of any action what- 
ever beyond a mere declaration of the right 
of secessson, and of the injuries which have 
been suffered, justifying its exercise by South 
Carolina. 

If a protestation in favor of our rights, 
made at a time wher in fact we are deprived 
of them, can be of any avail towards pre- 
serving them in recollection and recovering 
them at a future day, it is wise and proper 
to make such protestation. But actions out- 
weigh words, and one step in advance to- 
wards practical resistance would be worth 
more than the strongest declarations, If the 
majority of the Committee had devised any 
measures with a character of practical resis- 
tance, however moderate, impressed upon 
them, the undersigned woud have greatly 
preferred, for the sake uf that harmony which 
is of such high importance if ever the State 
is to be rescued from its present condition, 
to acquiesce in their Report. He believes 
that such measures might be devised, by 
those who have opposed separate secession, 
and that if adopted with unanimity by the 
people of the State, they would afford some 
reasonable hope of ultimate deliverance. But 
seeing no prospect that the introduction of 
uny such measures under present circum- 
stances, and against the determiued opposi- 
tion of those who have defeated secession, 
could result in any good to the State, he has, 
as a member of the Committee, nothing to 
recommend. He is willing to vote for the 
declaration of principles contained in the 


Resolution and accompanying Ordinance ; | 


but he desires at the same time to leave on 
the record of the proceedings of this Con- 
vention §his distinct declaration, that it is 
not in accordance with his wishes that nothing 
more should be done to prevent detriment 
to the Commonwealth.

by the State of South Carolina in relation to 

her difficulties with the Federal Government.

Whereas the Legislature of South Carolina, 
in consequence of the agyressions of Con- 
gress aut the Northern States on the domes- 
lic institutions of the South, deemed it ne- 
cessary to embody the sovereign power of 
the State in Convention, in order that the 
* commonwealth should saffer ne detriment,” 
and for “ the purpose of considering the pro- 
ceedings and recommendations of a C n- 
vress of the slavehulding States ” And 
whereas the other slaveholding States have . 
deciined meeting South Carolina in a Soath 
ern Congress, for the purpose of Consider- 
ing the past aguressions of the Federal Gov- 
ernment on an institution in which they all 
have a common and an equal interest: Aad 
whereas it would be unwise and impra bent, 
and wanting in respect to the other Southern 
States, for South Carolina, ander existing 
circumstances, to take any decisive separate 
ac'ion ina cause which equally belengs to 
them all: Aad whereas there have been 
recent manifestations on the part of the 
Northern people to cease their aggressions 
on the institutions of the South, and earry 
out in good faith the guarantees of the Fede- 
ral Constitution: Aad whereas a deep-root- 
ed and long-cherished regard for the unien 
of these States, as “the palladium of our in- 
dependence,” “ tranquillity,” “peaee,” “ safe 
ty,” “ prosperity,” and *iiberty,” makes it 
right and proper, honorable and patriotic, 
that we should “ saffer whilst evils are suf. 
ferable,” rather “than right ourselves by 
abolishing the forms to which we have been 
accustomed :” 

Be it therefore R:solved, That this Con 
vention wil! forbear at present to exercise 
that highest and most sacred of all rights 
which can belong to a free and brave people 
—a right secured to them by nature and 
nature’s Gol, and paramount to all consti- 
tutions and political compacts or agreements 
—the right * to alter or abolish” their gov- 
ernment when it becomes destructive of the 
ends for which it was instituted, and ceases 
to protect them in the enjoyment of their 
“lives, liberty, property, and pursuit of hap- 
piness.” 

Resolved, That the Union of the several 
States of the Confederacy was formed for 
the purpose of protecting equally the inter- 
ests of all the States; their domestic institu. 
tions, property, and industrial pursuits, and 
the existence of African slavery in the 
Southern States, at the formation of the Fede- 
ral Union, was not only reeognized in the 
Constitution, bat gusranticd, and made the 
basis, in part, of their representation in the 
Conur>ss of the United States, 

Resolved, That this domestic institution 
of the South is not only moragand correet in 
the opinion of this Convention, bat a great 
blessing to the Airican race; and absolutely 
necessary for the continued peace and pros. 
perity of the slaveholding States; and as 
such will be for-ver defended and maintained 
hy them atany and all hazirds, and to the 
last extremity of their existevee as a peuple. 

Resolved, That South Carolina, through 
her sovereign Convention, vow pledges her- 
self to her sister Southern States to resist, in 
company with them, or alone if need be, by 
all the means whieh nature and God have 
viven her, any and every attempt on the part 
of Congress to interfere with slavery in the 
States, or the slave trade between the States, 
or to abolish slavery in the Distriet of Colum- 
bia without the consent of the owners, or to 
exclude slavery fron the Southern territories 
of the United States, or the forts, navy yards, 
and other public places in the slaveholding 
States belonging to the Federal Government, 
or refases the admission of a State into the 
Union on account of slavery, or refase to en- 
force and carry on the existing constitutional 
provisions on the subject of rendition of fu- 
vitive slaves, or alter or change the Federal 
Constitution_in any respect touching slavery.

From the Rural New Yorker. 


POULTRY HOUSES NEAR HORSE 
. STABLES. 


Frienp Moore :—I noticed in a late num- 
ber of the Rural, in an article from the Ger- 
mantown Telegraph, that a writer recom- 
mends building hen houses behind or adjoin- 
ing horse stables, in order that the manure 
might be thrown in for the fowls to scratch 
and work over. 

Now so far as throwing in the manure is 


farmers or fowl fanciers wish to rid them- 
eelves of an everlasting pest, by all means let 
them keep their hen roosts away from behind 
or adjoining the stable. I can speak from 
experience in this matter ; and there are those 
about here of my acquaintance who can bear 
testimony to what I have stated. Yes; keep 
yout he’ honses at a dietance from horse sta- 
bles. And, for the benefit of those who de- 
sire it, I will briefly give my reasons for mak- 
ing the statement, During the early part of 
my keeping fowls, I had their roosting place 
adjoining the stall where I kept my horse, 
with a partition between. I think it was the 
second year after I kept my hens in this 
manner, that I discovered there was some- 
thing the matter with my horse. Hesbowed 
a disposition to rub and bite himself; but for 
a long time I paid little regard to it, thinking 
he would soon be over it,*but it seemed to 
increase upon him. 1 could fit up no stall or 
partition of sufficient strength to resist his 
efforts. I could leave him nowhere unhitch- 
ed; and if I hitched him. he would soon break 
loose and get to some place where he could 
rub. For six months or more he continued 
in this manner, before I ascertained what ail- 
ed him. I tried various remedies for humor 
in the blood—bled him copiously—drenched 
him with physic till he could hardly stand; 
and all to no effect. He was a large and 


valuable horse commonly, but at this stage 


of matters he was truly a sight to behold. 
He was minus his mane, and was nearly in 
the same condition with his tail; his sides | 
lacerated and naked in consequence of his 
continual rubbing and biting. At last the 
thought struck me that the animal might be 
lousy ; and on close examination I found that 
he was literally cotered with small hen lice, 
and they adhered so closcly to the skin, that: 
it was almost impossible to comb out one 
with a fine comb. I changed my course of 


doctoring, and by dint of perseverance, thro’ 


the application of various remedies for the 
destruction of lice, in the course of six. or 


fect cure. 

The first thing I did after this was te re- 
move my hen roost, and geald and yhite- 
wash my stables. I have not been troubled 
with hen lice getting on my horse since. I 
have heard of similar cases, where horses 
have been afflicted in the same way ; hence 
I consider it safest not to build a hen house 
behind the stable. 


BARRIERS TO IMPROVEMENT. 


_ Prejudice and conceit are the offsprings of 
ignorance, and the great barrier to agricul- 
tural improvement. An African prince threat- 
ened to take the life of a traveller, because 
he dared to assure him, that water became 
solid by freezing, in this country. Because 
he had not seen it, the prince deemed the 
traveller, an impostor and a liar. A few 
years ago, the growth of a hundred bushels 
of corn on an acre was considered a fabulous 
tale by the mass of our farmers. They had 
not seen such a product, and they therefore, 
did not believe it. But such a product is 
now of so common occurrence, that few doubt 
its reality. Tell these men that they can 
double the products of their farms by econo- 
mizing and judiciously applying their ma- 
nures—that they can quadruple it, by this, 
by under-draining, by alternating crops, and 
by root culture; and they are as ineredulous 


‘as the African prince, because, they are igno- 


rant of those natural laws which ever have 
governed the material world, and which ever 
will govern it. The savage laughs at and 
rejects the arts of civilized life, for the same 
reason that the ignorant or indolent farmer 
scouts the idea of improving the condition of 
society by agricultural societies, agricultural 
schools and legislative bounties for agricultu- 
ral improvement, They either do not know 
enough of natural science, to comprehend its 
utility in the ordinary business of life, or they 
are governed by a sordid, selfish, illiberal 
policy, which, could it be carried out, would 
shutout every ray of light, and smotlier every 
sentiment of patriotism, which should either 
thwart their views, or which would tend to 
elevate their fellows above their own limited 
standard in society. Some men seem to have 
an idea, that ‘they are balanced in a scale ; 


that as others can be made to sink, in the

This results not only 
from a wish to serve ourselves, and maltiply 
our enjoyments, but from a sense of sacred 
duty to society. 


Pirow Srraicut.—-It is an old saying, 
that “more corn grows on crooked rows than 
on straight ”—and why? Because every one 
plants crooked rows. Now, still more would 
grow in straight ones, if every body laid them 
straight. So likewise, every farmer who plows 
straight furrows raises the largest crops.— 
“« Why so?” asks the reader. Because the 
man who takes pains to do things well is ‘al- 
ways most:suecessful. Whoever will turn 
over straight and even furrows, will do other 
things equally well; there is no slip-shod 
farming about him—no broken fences, no 


and flourishing. Show me thestyle in which 
a man plows his fields, and I will tell you 
whether he is a good or bad farmer. 


Deep Ploughing Security against Drought. 
—We have the testimony, upon this subject, 
of one of the best South Carolina planters to 
this effect. In speaking of the severe drought 
which has prevailed during the last summer, 
he says: “ My crop has been cut sliort every- 
where about one-half. Others adjoining me 
have been cut off two-thirds, or more. I 
think deep breaking and marl have made 
the difference as to drought, and on similar 
lands I shall beat them three tu one. I broke 
up my thinnest firm lands last winter, eight 
inches deep, and [ ththk all lands about here 
will be touched an ipch or two deeper next 
spring than it ever was before.” 


Cuaicxens,—Cvure tug Pir.—Undoubt- 
edly about these days some of your chickens 
will have this common chicken complaint. 
Cure it. How? Simply by mixing a table- 
spoonful of sulphur with about three pounds 
of meal for a feed every other day perhaps 
for a fortnight. Be very careful not to let 
any of that substance get mixed with your 
disposition, or it may give you a worse com- 
plaint than the one you are curing. Too 
much sulphur in that sweet compound com- 
posing female hearts, is apt to make them a 
little fiery. It will cure the pip though.’ So 
will it kidney worms in the pigs.-- Zhe Plow. 


To Sweeren Mrar.—When meat, fish, 
&c., from intense heat or long keeping, is 
hkely to pass into a state of corruption, a 
simple and sure mode of keeping them sound 
and healthy, is by putting a few pieces of 
charcoal, each the size of an egg, into the pot 
or sauce pan, wlierein the fish or flesh is to 
be boiled. Among others, an experiment of 
this kind was-triéd upon a turbot, which ap- 
peared too far gone to be eatable. The 
cook, as we advised, put three or four pieces 
of charcoal, each the size of an ega, under the 
strainer, in the flesh kettle; after boiling the 
proper time, the turbot came to the table 
perfectly sweet and firm.
